For in- 
stance, there are 25,000 or 30,000 Spanish 
soldiers at Cienfuegos who have not left 
Cuba; that we had only been a month on 
the island, and that President McKinley 
reeded an! was entitled to the codperation 
of all interested in the welfare and future of 
Cuba, and that he needed the codperation of 
Genera! Gomez above all others. 

The first problem, Mr. Porter then pointed 
cout, was the disbandment of the Cuban army 
ana the return of the Cuban soldiers to 
work. This was the specific mission which 
had brought Mr. Porter to Remedios, and in 
which President McKinley expected General 
Gomez's aid. | 

The Cuban Commander-in-Chief- replied 
that he was ready and wiiling to give the aid 
required, but asked how he could do so. 
To this Mr. Porter replied that President 
McKinley would be glad to have him go to 
Iiavana and coéperate with General Brooke 
in disbanding the Cubans and in paying over 
the $3,000,000 appropriated for that purpose. 

General Gomez said the amount was too 
small, but that was not his fault, and he 
would make it go as far as possible, while 


likening it to the miracle of the loaves and 


fishes. 
‘*‘No man in history,’’ said Mr. Porter,

as you have done. Hence your coéperation

Brooke to Handle the Cash. 

General Gomez specially requested that the 
‘money, for which Mr. Porter had ordérs in 
his pocket, should be paid over to General 
Brooke and not to himself, as he did not 
want the cree eee responsibility of keep- 
ing it. ) 

The Cuban General then: apoured in 
Campbellof his good feeling foward 
Brooke, and the formal co ct Was pre-

assented fo by General Gomed. 

The success of Mr. Porter's mission great- 


ly simplifies the returning of the military - 


Cubans to the pursuits of peace. 

In view of Generai Gomez’s supposed prior 
attitude of hostility towards the United 
States, Mr. Porter came here clothed with 
absolute authority and the tender of the 
$3,000,000 was practically a verbal ulti- 
matum. Had it not been accepted no more 
ultimatums would have been made. 

General Gomez was tendered a public ré- 
ception this evening and Mr. Porter was 
among those present. 

General Gomez made the point in his dis- 

cussions with Mr. Porter the estimate of the 
amount wanted by the army was not his, but 
that ‘of the Cuban Assembly. 
Theestimate furnished President McKinley 
by the delcgation from the Cuban Aseembly 
is said to have called for payment for 5,119 
commissioned officers, 0,762 non-commis- 
sioned officers, and 30,160 privates, divided as 
follows, with totals estimated as dué war 
grade:

LAYS CORRENGY LAW. 


REPUBLICAN HOUSE CAUCUS RE- 
FERS IT TO NEXT CONGRESS. 


Chairman Grosvenor to Appoint a 
Committee of Eleven to Submit 
Recommendations to a Caucus to 
Be Held Next Session—Walker of 
Massachusetts Talks in Opposition 
Believed Committee Will Work in 
Harmony with Views of President. 


Washington, D.-C., Feb. 2.—[Special.]— 
There will be no financial legislation of any 
character enacted at this session of Con- 
gress, but that question will be taken up 
early in the first session of the next Con- 
gress, 

During the interim between the adjourn- 
ment of this Congress and the convening of 
the next the monetary question will be con- 
sidered by a committee of eleven Republic- 
ans, which. will be appointed by General 
Grosvenor, chairman of the Republican 
Caucus committee, and will make recom- 
mendations and submit them to the Repub- 
lican caucus. 

This program was agreed upon tonight at 
a caucus of a majority of the Republicans 
of the House. 

The discussion at tonight’s meeting lasted 
for two hours, and the meeting was consid- 
ered a harmonious one, although Walker of 
Massachusetts spoke against the resolution. 
He consumed most of the time, and the other 
speakers were Cannon of Illinois, Henderson 
and Hepburn of Iowa, Payne of New York, 
and Tawney of Minnesota. 
bers were present, among them being Hop- 
kins, Mann, Belknap, Foss, Prince, Reeves, 
Cannon, and Warner of Illinois; Cooper, Van 
Voorhis, Corliss, Steele, Moody, Updegraff, 
Eddy, Grosvenor, Hepburn, Burton, Grout, 
Graham, Bromwell, and the leaders of the 


party. 
There were five speakers, and all favored 


the plan of putting off action until next ses-. 


sion except Walker, who is opposed to every- 
thing when he cannot have his way. He will 
not be a member of the next Congress, so 
the caucus listened to him because those 
present knew this was his last chance to pro- 


test. 
Walker in Opposition. 

Mr. Walker not only talked against the 
resolution but voted against it as well, to- 
gether with Sprague of Massachusetts, 
Sturtevant of Pennsylvania, and Bishop of 
Michigan. 

The caucus met at 8:15 and was presided 
over by General Grosvenor of Ohio. On mo- 
tion of Bromwell of Ohio, Bennett of New 
York was elected secretapy in place of 
Hooker, who resigned to accept a seat on 
the supreme bench of New York. Then the 
discussion began, and after it had been in 
progress for an hour and a half General 
Henderson of Iowa moved to adopt the fol- 
lowing resolution, ‘which Was agreed to by 
a vote of 82 to 4: 

“A committee of eleven members of the 
present House who are members-elect of the 
Fifty-sixth Congress shall be appointed 
members of this caucus for the purpose of 
considering monetary legislation, and sub- 
mit their recommendations to the Republic- 
an caucus at the first session of the Fifty- 


Sixth with aythority to confer 


with a like committee of the Senate... . 
Mr. Henderson made a strong speech in 
support of the plan embodied in his resolu- 
tion, and pointed out the advantage of hav- 
ing this important subject committed to a 
body serving both in this Congress and the 
next and representing the various sections 
of the country and as far as possible its 
diverse business and economic interests. 
Mr. Cannon of Illinois questioned the wis- 
dom of the resolution, although he said he 
would not oppose it with his vote. He ex- 
pressed the strong belief, however, that the 
present prosperity of the country made it 
inexpedient to enter upon financial discus- 
sions. He particularly referred to the enor- 
mous exports within recent months and the 
great money balance in our favor. This, he 
thought, showed such a healthy economic 
condition that it should be left alone. ° 


Cannon of Illinois. 


Mr. Cannon said he did not think any finap- 
cial legislagion could be carried through un- 
til after the next Presidential election. 

Mr. Payne, the recently appointed chair- 
man of the Ways and Means committee, did 
not coincide with Mr. Cannon’s objections 
and strongly favored the proposed plan of 
committing the entire financial subject toa 
caucus committee. It would permit care- 
ful consideration of the question during the 
coming months, and the preparation of such 


a well matured plan as would commend it-: 


‘self on all hands. Mr. Payne expressed the 
belief that such a measure, conservative and 
could be pagsed early in the 
next session of Congress and probably dur- 
ing the winter months. 

General Grosvenor will appoint the Com- 
mittee of Eleven some time during next 
week. It will take some time to consider 
its personnel,.as a great deal of hard work 
will be entailed upon them, and there may 
be a reluctance on the part of many to 
undertake this task during a recess, when 
they would otherwise be attending to per- 
sonal and business matters. 

Of course it is impossible to forecast the 
action of the committee, but its recom- 
mendations will undoubtedly be in accord 
with the views of the President, and it is 
believed «there are good prospects of 
straightening out the whole financial ques- 
tion and eventually putting this country on 
a gold basis. 

It is probable the Vice President will ap- 
point a Committee of Eleven Senators to 


meet the committee authorized by the cau- | 


cus tonight, but this will be voluntary upon 
the part of the Senate, as it is in no way 
bound by the action of a caucus held by 
members of the House. 


BANDIT CRIME AT SANTIAGO. 


Body of Cuban Postal Courier Found— 
Soldiers in Pursuit of His 
Murderers. - 


Santiago de Cuba, Feb. 2.—Vailente’s 
gendarmes, who on Sunday began to search 
the woods between Mayari and San Luis for 
the missing posta! courier, Antonio Arturo 
Varios, who left Mayari for San Luis on Jan. 
20 with a mail pouch, intending to traverse 
the entire road, have reported the finding of 


the body. 


The courier was evidently murdered, as 
many wounds from machetes were found on 
the body. His horse was wandering two 
mijes.off, but no trace of the mail pouch has 


been found. The gendarmes are still scour- | 


ing the woods in the hope of discovering 
the assailants, and Colonel Valiente believes 
that he willsoon be able to arrest the guilty 
persone.

BATTLE WITH ALASKA INDIANS. 


United States Marshal McGuire and His 
Deputies Kill or Wound a Number 
of Northern Savages. | 


dians are on the warpath in Alaska. One 
battle has taken place, and more fighting is 
imminent. 

Four Indians were killed and several 
wounded in the fight which has already 
taken place. Four American Deputy Mar- 
shals were wounded. The Indians are 
drunk, and there may be a general uprising. 

The steamer Cutch brings the news of the 
battle at Juneau. An Indian was killed by 
United States Marshal McGuire in self-de- 
fense. Fearing the dead man's death would 
be avenged by his friends, a vigilance com- 
mittee was formed, who acted promptly, 
captured the malcontents, and took them to 
prison. On promising good behavior,they 
were liberated next day, but the revengeful 
nature of the savages demanded blood for 
blood. 

The pretended nineitenbitine was a ruse. 
Plying themselves with liquor, the blood- 
thirsty Alaskans deliberately, planned the 
murder of every member of. the vigilance 
committee. The attack was made at night. 
A friendly Indian warned the whites of the 
contemplated treachery, and as the Si- 
washes advanced on the town with drunken 
yells the officers warned them back. They 
still came forward, opening fire, which the 
whites promptly’returned. 

The United States Marshal and his follow- 
ers having the advantage of position were 
able to pour in a deadly fire. After the first 
fusillade the savages stampeded hurriedly 
into the darkness, leaving their dead and 
four wounded comrades on the ground. 

For some time the Indians and the United 
States authorities have been hostile on the 
coast. The British Columbia 
passed an obnoxious law excluding Amer- 
icans from one of the richest parts of the 
Klondike country, and Americans naturally 
resented the discrimination. The quarrel 
spread until the Canadians began smuggling 
whisky into Alaska and selling it to the In- 
dians. The United States authorities have 
been seizing large quantities of this liquor, 
and this led to the fight. 


CHASE A BLAZING TROLLEY. 


Brooklyn Street Car, on Fire, Disiaed 
Through the Streets by Fire 
Engines. 


New York, Feb. 2.—[Special.]}—The spec- 
tacle of a trolley car ablaze and its pasgen- 
gers heroically rescuing themsélves by hur- 
ried exits from doors and: windows, while 
three fire engines and one truck followed in 
its wake, was presented to Brooklynites at 
the corner of Myrtle avenue and Washing- 
ton street at 6 o'clock tonight. Car No. 1306 
of the Myrtle avenue line was loaded with 
perspiring people on their way home from 
work in Manhattan. The temperature in- 
creased every foot of the way from the 
bridge, and at the corner where the engines 
were hurriedly called into service the pas- 
sengers thought it was the middle of July 
and that they were bound for Coney Island. 

It was 130 degrees Fahrenheit near the 
open door when flames began to shoot from 
the bottom of the car. The passengers fell 
out of the windows, backed out of the air 


transoms, and flung themselyes out of front 


rear doors. 


The motorman ant conductor tor feft their 


posts to avoid the rush and watched the 
rest of the proceedings from the sidewalk. 

An excited Italian bootblack watched the 
flames twisting around the heels of the pas- 
sengers and sent in an alarm. 

An inspector hurried to the next car be- 
hind, and the smoking and blazing trolley 
was shoved down Myrtle avenue at fuil 
spded. Just then the engines began to ar- 
rive. They gave chase and overhauied the 
fire at the corner of Pearl street and Myrtle 
avenue. 

The passengers ran in a perspiring and 
smoke-begrimed stream after the engines 
and the trolley clamoring for transfers. It 
is a failing of Brooklynites—that they want 
their money’s worth. Nearly all the wood- 
work of the car was destroyed. The fire 
was caused by the burning out of the fuse. 
Several men and women were scorched 
The wounded were solaced with transfer 


tickets. 


BUFFALO ARRIVES AT MANILA. 


Reinforcements for Dewey’s Fleet 
Reach the Philippines After an 
Uneventful Voyage. 


Manila, Feb. 2, 5:50 p. m.—The United 
States transport Buffalo, having on board 
sailors to relieve men’ in Rear Admiral 
Dewey’s fleet, arrived here today. 

The Buffalo made a record-breaking run 
from New York to Manila in fifty-four days. 
It has aboard 700 sailors to relieve men in 
Dewey's fleet whose time has expired. The 
Buffalo willfbe used as a regular transport 
for men and naval stores, making regular 
trips between Manila and San Francisco 
every three months. 

The United States transport Pennsyivama 
has arrived here from Iloilo with the Fifty- 
first Iowa. These troops are being disem- 
barked at Cavite. 

The United States transport City of Puebla 
has sailed for Nagasaki, Japan.

Berry’s Insurance Bill. 


The insurance bill introduced in the Senate 
this morning by Senator Berry is designed 
to aid Illinois life ,insurance companies 
which desire to guarantee their policies. The 
bill provides that the companies may deposit 
with the Superintendent of Insurance se- 
curities in addition to their regular deposit, | 
which securities shall be held as a reserve 
for the protection of policies granted in ac-. 
cordance with the provisions of the bill. 
These policies are to be aécompanied by a 
certificate, issued by the Superintendent. 
stating that the company has deposited with 
him security for their protection. 

Senator Humphrey’s bill fixing the salary 
of the State's Attorney of Cook County at 
$7,000 per annum provides that this officer 
shall receive no other fees or perquisites. It 
also provides that the assistants to the 
State's Attorney are to be appointed under 
an order of the Cipceuit Court, which is to fix 
the number of such assistants. The pay of 
the Assistant State’s Attorneys is to be fixed 
by the County board. The last clausein the 
bill requires the State's Attorney to account 
for all fees and costs received by him, and 
his failure to do this shall be a cause for his 
removal from office. .

A series of analyses of Chicago milk sam:

Grindley at the Agricultural Experiment 
station, University of Illinois, and the re. 

According to 
these experiments the milk in certain sec 
tions of the city is away below the standard, - 

Under the supervision of Miss Jane Ad. 
dams of Hull House samples of milk were 
secured at random during 1896, 1807, and 
1898 from the Hull House district milkmen 
and from thé region surrounding the Lewis’ 
Institute. These samples were sent from 
time to time to the experiment station at 
Champaign. The results have been of such 
a nature that Professor Grindley saysitis ~ 
his opinion the entire milk supply of the 
city must be below the standard required, 
Not only was the milk found to be of im 
ferior quality, but it had been further 
weakened by the addition of water or: the 
removal of cream.

He 
was arrested on the complaint of his wife, 
who went to the Lake Street Police Station 
and said there that her husband was break- 
ing the windows and furniture of the house. 
and becoming dangerous because he sup- 
posed that two men were trying.to break in 
and steal hisinventions. Her husband, she 
said, had been driven insane by his mis- 
fortunes and the poverty that had followed 
his once brilNant career. 

Caillet was so violent when brought the

station. that he had to be placed

Colonel Gardiner announced that he would 
have the body of Henry Crossman Barnet, 
who died at the Knickerbocker Athletic club, 
exhumed. 

In explanation of his eoures the District 
Attorney said: 

“J am_ satisfied that. the motive which 
prompted the poisoners in the case of Cor- 
nish was the same as that in the case of 
Barnet. The two cases stand together; the 
poisoner or poiscners are, in my opinion, 
identified in both. The acts wéré undoubt- 
edly those of two or more degenerate per- 
sons. The poisoners were persons who had a 
little knowledge of chemistry. They were,

CLEVELAND’S SHARE OF BLAME. 

Secretary Alger has, not yet explained 
how he came to use none of the $50,000,000 
emergency fund for the army until after 
war had been declared, but he has shown 


| that his department devoted some.of the 


war fund promptly—even precipitately—to 
-gstrengthening the coast defenses. While 
Secretary Alger’s department is to blame 
for doing only one-half its duty during that 
ante-war interim, there is yet something 
‘to be said which distributés much of the 
blame still farther back. There should have 
been no necessity for any such wild scram- 
ble to brace up the coast defenses at the 
eleventh hour, and the blame for that 
shameful state of affairs rests with the 
preceding administrations and Congresses. 

During the whole period of Cleveland’s 


| two terms, ending less than two years ago, 


and during the intervening term under Har- 
rison, nobody stirred hand or foot to reme- 
dy the utter defenselessness of our seaport 
cities. From Maine to Florida, from Flor- 
ida to the mouth of the Rio Grande, and 
from San Diego to Puget Sound, all our sea- 
port towns were left to the mercy of any 
hostile navy that might care to destroy 
them. Nothifg was done to put them into 
a state of defense against the attacks of 
steel-clad warships, armed with rapid-fir- 
ing high-power guns. Hence, when the 
Spanish war-cloud loomed up there weré a 


| hundred seaports of which not one could 


have repelled a war fleet respectably com- 
manded and led to assault them. ‘That is 
why- the cry of sudden/alarm along the sea- 
board drowned out all other cries, and led 
the War department to neglect one-half 
its duty in order to repair the inexcusable 
neglect of former administrations.

THE ARMY SCANDAL. | 

General Eagan was court-martialed for 
conduct unbecoming an officer and a gentle- 
man and talking in a manner disrespectful 
to a superior officer. General Miles may 
yet find Arimself in trouble for talking too 
much. The interview which he recently 
gave to a New York newspaper was clearly 
unbecoming a military officer, and was de- 
rogatory to the good of the service, and a 
breach of military discipline. - 

The charge made by General Miles is that 
“the beef sent to our soldiers was ldaded 
and saturated with chemicals and various. 
acids which made them sick and filled the 
men’s systems with poison, unfitting them 
for, fighting or campaign work,” and that 
the Commissary department is still fur- 
nishing this poisoned meat to the army and 
doing nothing to preventit. He says he can 
prove his charges by affidavits and reports 
from many regimental commanders. But 
General Miles does not make these charges 


officially. He has ignored the War board, 


and had no communication with the War 
department on the subject. He has given 
what information he has to newspapers, and 
allowed himself to be interviewed by cor- 
respondents. All this is clearly irregular. 
It is not remarkable, therefore, that the 
Seeretary of War should complain to the 
President, and that the President himself 
should at last begin to show signs of dis- 
pleasure. What will be the outcome is at 
present uncertain. A court of inquiry may 
be ordered to investigate the charges, or a 
court-martial may be ordered to try Gen- 
eral Miles, and he may be relieved of his 
command, or may be assigned to a depart 
ment, which would be humiliating. But 
whatever may happen, one thing is certain. 
The condition of affairs in the War depart- 
ment. is prejudicial to the service, and it 
will grow worse if the President does not 
take prompt steps to suppress these service 
animosities and department jealousies. Of- 
ficers of the army should be given to under- 
stand that when they have charges to make 


‘they should be made through the regular 


official channels, and not to newspaper cor- 
respondents. No army officer, however 
high he may be, has any right to furnish 
information of an official nature to news- 
papers unless with the sanction of the gov- 
ernment. It is time to end this seandal. 
General Miles should be told plainly that 
he talks too much.

PROHIBITION drafted by Mr. Bonney con-

road corporations. The constitution forbids 
the issuing of stock or bonds except for 
money, labor, or property actually received 
and applied to the purposes for which the 
corporation was created. It forbids also all 
stock dividends and other fictitious increase 
of the stock or indebtedness of a corporation, 
and declares such dividends void. There is 
no reason why this provision should not be 
made to apply to street railroad companies 
and to all corporations organized for pe- 
cuniary profit. There should be some super- 
vising authority to prevent the placing of

Under such a 
grant this city could build and operate sur- 
face and elevated st railroads, gas 
works, telephone exchanges, and electric 
light and power plants. It could acquire 
by condemnation ‘or purchase the property 
and franchises of corporations now engaged 
in those businesses and have the exclusive 
charge of all “ public utilities” as it has 
now of the water supply. 
- There is not even a remote probability 
that this bill, with its broad grant of power, 
against the abuse of which by municipal 
authorities no sufficient guarantees are pro- 
vided, will become a law. There are cer-

SECRETS OF THE WAR. 
General Stewart L. Woodford talked 
freely to the members of the Army and 
Navy club in New York City on Saturday 
evening concerning the events leading up 
to the declaration of war. 


In his address, a 
report of which is printed elsewhere in this 
issue, he revealed some.of the diplomatic 
secrets which he shared at the time in his 
capacity as Minister to Madrid. He lays 
stress upon the part that England played 
in the international game at the Spanisb 
capital, and confirms the accepted impreg- 
sion as to England’s attitude at that time. 

After the blowing-up of the Maine he was 
notified of the unpreparedness of this coun- 
try to go to war, and instructed to use every 
art to prolong peace during the two months 
needed for preparation. Woodford found 
the whole of continental Europe hostile to 
America and ready to support Spain. But 
Great Britain manifested the utmost friend- 
ship for the United States, and by this 
means alone Woodford was able to stave off 
the crisis until his country was ready. “ Ex- 
cept for England,” says General Woodford, 
“this would have been impossible.” ‘It is 
pleasing to have our preconceived notions 
confirmed so adequately. America knows 
that Great Britain was a steadfast friend 
during the war, and proof is given now that 
these friendly acts began soon enough to be 
termed spontaneous. | 

What General Woodford says about 
Weyler is of great interest. When he was 
sent to Madrid, Woodford was instructed 
to obtain justice for Cuba, procure protec- 
tion for America’s commercial interests in 
the island, and demand the recall of Gen- 
eral Weyler before Oct. 3, 1897. This is in 
accord with Tue Trisune’s information at 
that time, but General Woodford gives the 
story now with the hall mark of official 
knowledge upon it. The Duke of Tetuan 
refused the American demand for Weyler’s 
recall, When the Sagasta Ministry came 
into power, however, Weyler was ordered 
home, two days before the time set by Pres- 
ident McKinley. Weyler doubtless knew 
the pressure brought to bear against him, 
and hated America for it. The blowing up 


of the Maine was one of the results of this 


Spanish hatred. It was the foul work of 
one of Weyler’s followers, and the chances 
are that Weyler knew all about it, if he did 
not actually instigate the villainous plot. 
What General Woodford says concerning 
the diplomatic situation at Madrid is 
spoken with the authority of personal knowl- 
edge. He made further statements in his 
address to the Army and Navy club, how- 
ever, which have been challenged. One of 
these is that he received information by tel- 
egraph Feb. 18 that the government did not 
possess enough powder to provide its war- 
ships and forts with two rounds for each 
gun. Ammunition had to be sent to Com- 
modore Dewey by express across the conti- 
nent, thence to Honolulu and Hongkong, 


and with this replenishment Dewey was | 


able to win his signal victory. The Navy 
department denies the correctness of these 
statements, -Perhaps General Woodford 
was misquoted. He may have not included 
the warships in this category. But there 
is no doubt that the country was unpre- 
pared for war, especially as regards am- 
munition and ordnance for the army. 

The recital shows that destiny was on 
the side of America at the inception, as well 
as during the subsequent events of this 
righteous war, the legitimate fruits of 
which the copperheads and mugwumps 
would now deprive the country. 


CUBAN ARMY TO BE DISBANDED. 

The gratifying intelligence comes from 
Cuba that Robert P. Porter, the personal 
representative of President McKinles, has 
been successful in his mission to General 
Gomez, and that stipulations for the im- 
mediate disbandment of the Cuban army 
have been entered into. General Gomez 
agrees on behalf of the Cubans to accept 
the $3,000,000 offered by this government 
to enable his soldiers to return to peaceful 
pursuits, and requests that General Brooke 
disburse the money. It is understood spe- 
cifically that the sum paid to each man 
shall not be regarded as part payment of 
salary or wages due for services rendered, 
but as a relief of suffering and as an aid 
in getting the people to work, 

General Gomez has redeemed himself in 
the eyes of the world by agreeing to this 
compact, and in doing so he has taken a long 
step in the direction of securing peace and 
prosperity for the Cuban people. Had he 
refused the charitable offer of this govern- 
ment and insisted upon keeping his army 
together, he would have prolonged the 
miseries of Cuba to no good purpose. 

In response to an inquiry from General 
Gomez concerning Cuba’s promised political 
freedom, Mr. Porter spoke frankly. He 
said that Cuba now’ had commercial and 
industrial liberty. He assured Gomez that 
“it is the purpose of the American govern- 
ment to lay a firm foundation of a noble gov- 
ernment for Cuba, and to give the Cubans 
all the liberty they had fought for. But 
President McKinley needs and is entitled 
to the codperation of all interested in the 
welfare and future of Cuba, and he is en- 
titled to the codperation of General Gomez 
above all others.” 

‘THE BERRY BILL. 

Senator Berry has introduced a second 
street railroad bil, which comes much 
closer to the Civic federation measure than 
the one he submitted at the beginning of the 
session. Perhaps in the course of time the 
Senator will modify his views further and 
adopt some more of the wholesome checks 
and safeguards which are to be found iv 
the Civic federation plan. . 

If Senator Berry’s latest bill were to be-

It is certain 
that his bill as it stands will not satisfy 
those who wish to see the interests é6f tha 
city safeguarded perfectly, and that it will 
not meet with the approval of the Ohicago 
traction companies. They desire fran- 
chises for more than thirty years and im- 
mediate extensions, while the Berry bill pro- 
vides that no extension ordinances shall be 
passed until within two years of the time 
when the original grant expires. 

Furthermore, the companies have con- 
tended persistently, though not truthfully, 
that they cannot afford to sell six-ride tick- 
ets for a quarter or twenty-five ride tickets 
_ a dolar. If they wish to be consistent 
hey will continue to insist that they can- 
not stand that reduction in rates. So it is 
proper to assume that the Berry bill ie not 
their ideal and that they will not accept it. 
The bill they do want has not been pre- 
sented yet.

Has Always Attempted to Block 


National Progress. 


The conservative element is never absent 
im human affairs. Never was there a brave 
constituency engaged in furthering a wise 
purpoge, moral, commercial, or political, 
but that it was confronted by a timid oppos- 
ing minority. It was thus as far back as 
the stifring times of the American revolu- 
tion. Our histories, perhaps wisely, omit to 
emphasize the powerful conservative furce 
that) was opposed to. separation from Great 
Britain. John. Adams admitted that fully 
one-third of the colonists disapproved of the 
policy of independence, and other well-in- 
formed observers corroborated this esti- 
mate. The timid Tories put forward at that 
time the usual stock arguments of (their 
class, which carried no small weight, as 
they came from the wealthiest and socially 
*“*respectable’’ circles. The same spirit 
cropped out long after we had become an 
independent nation. As late as 1812 there 
were not wanting numerous Tories who 
were opposed to the war with Great Britain 
as an alleged needless ‘* disturbance of busi- 
ness,”” and, as is well known, there were 
plenty of men of Tory instincts who would 
rather have seen the union destroyed in 1860 
than business disturbed.” 

Early in our national history Thomas Jef- 
ferson saw an opportunity to purchase a 
vast. domain for a song, embracing what 
are now the States of Louisiana, Arkansas, 
Missouri, Iowa, Minnesota, the Dakotas, 
Kansas, Nebraska, Wyoming, Montana, and 
Colorado, besides Oklahoma and the Indian 
Territory. In the convention whiche com- 
pleted the treaty in April, 1803, the con- 
servative element put forward exactly che 
same arguments against signing it as are 
being used today. In an extra session of 
Congress called later Mr. Jeffersom tcok 
pains to explain the constitutionality and 
the commercial! advantages of the purchase, 
and of the treaty that had been signed by 
the author of the Monroe doctrine; but still 
the conservative element demurred on the 
fame grounds that had been held by timid 
men in convention—viz.: that the treaty was 
unconstitutional, that it would flood the 
country with uncivilized barbarians, that 
no consent of the governed had been ob- 
tained, that it would necessitate a huge 
standing army, and finally that $15,000,000 
was too much to pay for “ foreign territory ”’ 
so far away as to be almost inaccessible. 
In fact, whoever will be at the pains to 
search the records of the debates on the 
Louls‘ana purchase, which can be seen at 
the State Library ard elsewhere, will find 
the same objections raised to the treaty of 
1808 that are now heard in the United States 
Senate. 

The conservative spirit is hard to combat. 
It is so infused with timidity that it is apt 
to persist, however much its allegations 
are disproved. It has time and again been 
shown that in ratifying the treaty we are 
not bound to hold the Philippines forever, 
or incorporate them into the union. No 
precedent sustains this view. Nor do the 
Filipinos become United States citizens. 
The islands, not being. contiguous to our 
continental domain, never can be homo- 
genous. They are lacking in the primary 
essentials which make Statehood possible. 
They are simply territory over which Spain 
has relinquished sovereignty, and which has 
fallem to our charge to be dealt with as cir- 
cumstances shall suggest or compel. There 
i's no more sense in azsuming that we are to 
take 10,000,000 half-civilized people into our 
American family than there was in 18038, 
when it was objected that we should be cor- 
rupted by the savages inhabiting what is 
now lowa.—Boston Globe. 


General Woodford Says We Were Un- 
prepared ee, ar With Spain. 
General Stewart L. Woodford, who was 
United States Minister to Spain up to the 
time of the outbreak of the war and who has 
made few public utterances since that time, 
broke his silence before the Army and Navy 
club in New York last Saturday night and 
revealed a portion of the history of events 
preceding the conflict as he understands it. 
He related circumstances tending to show 
that this country was ill prepared to engage 
in hostilities, and declared that this country 
owes it to England that the conflict was 
averted long enough for the United States 

to supply itself with ammunition. 

Bn. said om Feb. 18, 1898, three days 
er the Maine was blown up in Havana 

harbor, he received information by tele- 

graph that this government did not possess 

enough powder to provide its war ships and 

forts with two rounds for each gun. 

He was told that April 15 would be the 
earliest date on which, by any possibility, the 
United States could in any way be prepared 
Even then it could not supply both the army 
and navy with smokeless powder. He was 
instructed to use every art to prolong peace 
during the two months needed for hasty 
preparation for war. 

Then England and her Minister to Spain 
showed their friendship for America. Rep- 
resentatives of continental Europe in 
Madrid, Genera) Woodford said, were hostile 
to this country, and stood prepared to thwart 
any of our plans if only England would join 
with them. But that government and its 
Minister remained loyal to us, and by their 
attitude held the unsympathetic powers in 
check until at length we were ready for the 
issue. Only for England, General Woodford 
said, this might have been imposeible. 

Ammunition for ships and forts had been 
obtained, and Admiral Dewey had received 
his share. The way in.which it was forwarded 
to him formed an interesting portion of 
General Woodford’s address. A sealed ex- 
press train wag sent speeding across the 
continent to San Francisco. 

So closely guarded was the secret of Its

Preceding this narrative General Wood- 
ford told that when he was first sent to 
Madrid as Minister to Spain his instructions 
were to obtain justice for Cuba, procure pro- 
tection for America’s commercial interests 
in the island, and demand the recall of Gen- 
eral Weyler before Oct. 3, 1897. The Duke 
of Tetuan, them Spanish Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, replied to the American Minister’s 
demand that General Weyler would be re- 
tainedin Cuba fortwo years. But he was re- 


. called two days before the time named by 


President McKinley, for the Sagasta minis- 
try had succeeded the Conservative govern- 
mem, and Weyler was ordered home.

JOHN DWYER IS INDICTED 


BILL CHARGES FORMER BAILIFF 
WITH OFFERING A BRIBE. 


Document Is Returned Before Judge 
Burke After Heated Debate Among 
the Grand Jurors—Capias to Be Is- 
sued at Once—Accused man Not Ex- 
pected to Flee—Nb News of Lynch’s 
Whereabouts—Attempt to Introduce 
Bighteenth Ward Shooting Fails, 


John Dwyer, the former bailiff in Judge 
Hutchinson’s court, charged with offering a 
bribe of $560 to Thomas P. Kerwin while the 
latter was serving as juror, was formally 
indicted by the grand jury yesterday after- 
noon, a “ true bill’ being voted and returned 
before Judge Burke. 

Dwyer will be arrested on a capias proba- 
bly today, and the grand jury inquisition into 
other charges of jury bribery will continue 
today. 

Former juror Kerwin, who was before the 
grand jury on Monday to tell his story of how 
he was approached by Dwyer when the latter 
was serving as bailiff, was recalled yester- 
day. His story was repeated more fully, 
and shortly afterwards the jury went to 
Judge Burke’s courtroom, where true bills 
against Dwyer and several others were re- 
tuned. 

Dwyer is still in the city, and around the 
State’s Attorney’s office there is no great 
fear that he will disappear. He protests 
his innocence, but declares he has “been 
around Cook County courtrooms long enough 
to know that where public sentiment has 
been stizred up, as it has recently over al- 
leged jury bribing, it will be better to face 
the charges. 

Debate Over the Indictmen 

It is said a true bill was not voted till after 
a lively discusston in the grand jury room. 
Some of the jurors said the evidence of one 
man, however positive, was not sufficfent 
for an indictment, and another difference 
arose over the fact the casein which Kerwin 
claims to have been approached never 
reached a trial. 

State’s Attorney Deneen would not say 
what direction the bribery investigation 
would take today, but it is presumed that 
witnesses will be heard on the charges 
against former Bailiff Roth. Several wit- 
nesses were brought to the State’s Attor- 
ney’s Office during the day, but nothing that 
will materially strengthen the charges was 
obtained from them. 

Captain Schuettler said he had given up 
the idea that former Bailiff Lynch isin New 
Orleans, and that he is working several 
clews nearer home. Roth is also reported to 
be in New Orleans. 


Sixty-four Bills Returned. 


Aside from the indictment against Bailiff 
Dwyer sixty-four others were returned, 
most of them in petty cases. The docket 
cases are, with a few exceptions, disposed of 
for the present session. Samuel Penepack- 
er was indicted for perjury, said to have 
been committed in Judge Bali’s court in a 
divorce proceeding. 

An attempt was made to bring the Eight- 
eenth Ward shooting case before the grand 
jury for investigation, in accordance with 
the threats made by Attorney Cantwell when 
he left the Coroner’s inquest. 

The attorney for Charles Latimer appeared 
before Judge Burke in the afternoon after 
the adjournment of court to ask the Jutige 
to issue bench warrants for the arrest of 
Coroner George Berz. The court, however, 
was unwilling to act as an examining mag- 
istrate in the case and did not issue the 
warrants. Attorney Cantwell also went to 
the State’s Attorney to bring fup his case, 
but was also refused there unless the matter 
was brought up in the regular manner. 

The grand jury may also be given an op- 
portunity to end its session by considering ' 
a case against Edward 8. Dreyer. The 
State’s Attorney and his assistant, A. C. 
Barnes, who has charge of the Dreyer mat- 
ters, have not heard that the money de- 
manded by Treasurer Blount has been paid 
to the commissioners and may bring the 
matter before the grand jury for action,

There 
has been more or less aggressive selling 
similar to that in wheat, the best selling of 
this kind yesterday being credited to St. 
Louis. The market, however, has stubborn- 
ly resisted any efforts to force down prices, 
and has shown a disposition to recover 
promptly from declines. There has been 
commission house buying, in which some of 
the prominent local people who have been 
consistently bullish on corn have been rep- 
resented, and some extensive short lines 
have been taken in. The strength has not 
been due to any great speculative activity, 
as the recent trade has been rather light. 
The speculative market, however, has had 
the support of a strong cash situation, which 
has not been the case in wheat. The coun- 
try offerings are not large, and it is claimed 
that corn is not accumulating at country 
stations but is kept moving. The shipping 
demand has been good, and at no time has 


the cash market been materially out of line . 


with futures. The seaboard has reported 
good export engagements and clearances 
have been liberal. Yesterday’s clearances 
were 691,000 bu. The new export business 
was placed at 84 loads. The sample market 
has been firm and the whole undertone de- 
cidedly strong.

MARKED SCARCITY OF SMALLER 
SIZES OF COAL,

The feature of the wholesale coal market 


is a marked ‘scarcity of the smaller sizes of | ~ 


anthracite at this point and a probability, 
based on present prospects, that stocks at | 
Northern points—Duluth, Milwaukee, and 
other piaces, will be reducéd to a point lower 
than ever before in the history of the trade. 

Reports are current of an extensive an- 
thracite coal deal which is expected to bring 
in millions of dollars to the coal interests, 
but the best posted men in the tradé say 
nothing can be done until after the annual 
Lackawanna meeting. 

No special interest attaches to the 25c ad- 
yance on hard coal on Feb. 1. It is asserted 
that anthracite prices could not be greatly 
increased even if it were the intention to @o 
so, aS bituminous coal practically regulates 
the market, and it would drive out a large 
part of the anthracite product if a prohib- 
itive price should be established. In order 
to better reguiate the hard coal trade steps 
are being taken to place soft coal on a better 
basis. The operators in western Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio, and Indiana have made conces- 
sions to the miners, and when the West 
Virginia operators swing into line it is hoped 
to see a better condition of things. 

It is said there is now an excessive demand 
for chestnut size throughout the West, and 
it is claimed that the farmers have become 
g00d buyers of chestnut coal, having now 
got money, and returned to burning coal 
instead of wood, corn, hay, etc., which were 
favorite fuels when they had no cash for 
coal purchases. 

The demand for coal has increased for 
furnace use. Correspondingly with the de- 
mand for pig iron in this industry, nearly 
12,000,00 tons of pig iron were produced last 
year, and it was not sufficient for the con- 
sumption, as the stocks in hand were re- 
duced. There is, however, an ample re- 
serve capacity of idle furnaces, if needed, 
estimated at 4,500,000 annual output, that 
may be brought into service, preventing 
much advance in prices, but will provide for 
increased demand during the current year, 
and thus further stimulate the coal trade. 

Bituminous coal is in fair to good demand 
at oll large distributing points in the West. 
There is also a better supply generally, 


though the output has been materially reduced 
by reason of the prevailing epidemic, and at many 
mines the working forces are from to per 
cent less than what they were in December. This, 
together with other causes, has conduced to keep | 
down production. By reason. of the unseasonable 
weather consumption has been greatly, curtailed 
on all the better grades, thereby lessening the de- 
mand, yet there is no heavy supply of coa! at any 
point. Steam coal. is moving fairly well and con- 
sumption steadily increasing, not only locally. but 
at al! large manufacturing centers. Still, there 
is a somewhat easier feeling in the market, due 
in & measure to the peaceful outcome of the in- 
terstate convention of operators and miners at 
Pittsburg. This settlement of the wage scale of 
miners for the year commencing April 1 prec'udes 
the probability of any serious strike in the com- 
netitive States of Pennsylvania. Ohio. Indiana. and 
Illinois, and while there may be more or less trou- 
ble in the several States it-wi'l not be widespreading 
as it : confined to the point or points af- 
fected.

Baltimore United Railway and Electric 
Companies to Be Financed 
for $76,000,000. 


Baltimore, Md., Feb. 2.—[Special.]—The 
plan for financing the United Railway and 
Electric companies of Baltimore was com- 
pleted today by Alexander Brown & Sons, 
bankers. 

There will be a total of $76,000,000 of stocks 
and ‘bonds issued. Of this amount $38,000,000 
will be fifty-year 4 per cent gold bonds, 
$14,000,000 cumulative preferred 4 per cent 
stock, and $24,000,000 common stock. 

The subscribers will be given the privilege 
of taking a proportion of the cumulative 
preferred stock. They will be given a bonus 
in the shape of 25 per cent in common stock. 

It is understood that of the authorized 
issue of $38,000,000 of bond's, $15,850,000 will 
be held in the treasury to retire old bonds 
as they mature and $4,150, to pay for 
acquisitions, betterments, extensions, etc., 
leaving $18,000,000 to be brought out.

INSURANCE AFFAIRS. 


‘A recent decision in the case of the Farmers’ 
Mutual against the State Insurance company of 
‘* The plaintiff herein brings suit to 
recover certain unearned premiums of policies is- 
sued by defendant to various persons, the claims 
for which unearned premiums were assigned to 
plaintiff. Defendant objected to introduction of 
evidence because petition did not state facts suffi- 
cient to constitute a case of action. The petition 
gives number of policy, to whom issued, states 
d, that the same was returned to 
that there was ‘ demanded cancel- 
ation of the same and refunding of unearned pre- 
mium then due according to terms of policy—to- 
sum of $7.88.’ The terms of the policy 
are not shown, nor the amount of premium. It is 
a serious question in the court’s mind whether 
the allegation of amount due according to the 
terms of a policy is not pleading a pure conclusion 
of law. Certainly if the proper motion were made 
against it, it would not be a sufficient statement 
No motion or demurer was made ex- 
cept the objection referred to. Under the circum- 
stances the court has concluded to decide against 
the defendant's contention on this point." The 
defendant has filed a motion for a new trial. The 
case is the outcome of a long-established practice 
of the farmers’ mutuals in the section. 


A bill in the Minnesota Legislature prohibits re- 
insurance in any company not authorized to do 
business in the State, and gives the Insurance Com- 
missioner the right to examine the officers and in- 
spect the records of any company suspected at the 
companies’ expense.

He took for his 
text the’ anti-expansion resolution offered 
by Mr. Vest. ‘

all of its phases, and urged the ratification

Mr. Spooner spoke for three hours, and 
through his brilliant oratory, fine ability as 
a‘close and astute reasoner, splendid quali- 
ties as an advocate; and adroitness and clev- 
erness at repartee, held the careful attention 
of an unusually large number of Senators 
and a large audience in the galleries. 


Doubts Benefit of Expansion. 


In -beginning, after a brief statement of 
his reasons for speaking at all, he said: “I 
6g no objections, constitutional tn nature, 
to the ratificatiow of the pending treaty. 
The Senators from Connecticut (Platt), Col- 
orado (Teller), Ohio (Foraker), and Minné- 
ota (Nelson) have fully presented the views 
on that point which I entertain.”’ 

Mr. Spooner said he hoped that the flag 


_ faised over Cuba would not have to remain 


long, but that the United States woulJ soon 
leave there a happy, free people. He hoped 
for the same thing in the Philtppines, but 
said there was nothing inconsistent with 
this view in ratifying the treaty. He did 
not believe that trade would be enhanced 
by the expansion of our territory to distant 
Janas and government of people who could 
not assimilate with ours. Instead of being 
an advantage to our tradeit might be a great 
detriment. 

Mr. Spooner said if he thought ratification 
of the treaty meant permanent dominion 
over the Philippines he would not vote for it. 

“If I hela the view,’’ said he, *‘ that the 
United States could not within its constitu- 
tional limitations acquire territory which 
Was not to be erected into States I could give 


- ™my consent to the acquisition of the Philip- 


pine Islands. This Philippine proposition is 
one of the fruits of the war—to me one of the 
bitter fruits. 1 can conceive of no circum- 
stances under which I could give my con- 
sent to the admission of that archipeiago 
as a State or as more than on@Stiate of the 
American union.” | 
Dred Scott Decision Wrong. 

Mr. Spooner then presented an argument 
in contravention of Chief Justice Taney’s de- 
cision in the Dred Scott case, which, he said, 
was the foundation of all the opposition to 
the acquisition of territory by this govern- 
ment.

Bullets at His Head, but Is Not 
Fatally Wounded. 


Galesburg, Ill., Feb. 2.—[{Special.]—Lee 
Rogers, a well-known resident of Quincy, is 
in the hospital here with two severe scalp 
wounds as a result of a singular attempt at 
suicide in a Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
chair car last night. 

Rogers left Quincy during the afternoon 
for Elgin, where his wife and child are and 
where he was thinking of going into busi- 
ness. The train reached here about ll 
o’clock and the chair car was set on a side- 
track to await the next train. In the car 
were Rogers; a newly married’ couple, and 
the porter, who sat behind Rogers. On the 
way here Rogers had been drinking and was 
sick. This, combined with domestic troubles 
and business difficulties, made 
spondent. 

Suddenly pulling his revolver, he placed 
the weapon to his head and began firing. 
The first bullet did not penetrate the skull, 
but passed under the scalp and emerged a 
| few inches.from where it entered. The sec- 
ond bullet also passed under the _ scalp. 
Rogers kept firing away, but was so un- 
steady that the bullets missed his head. 
When the revolver was emptied he reloaded 


it and again tried to put a bullet through 
his head.’ 
The bri couple, who had been crouching 


behind a seat, ran from the°car, and 
the porter followed. Two bullets went 
through the car window. The porter, in 
great trepidation, hunted up officers. As 
the latter were about to enter the car they 
heard the last two shots fired by Rogers. 
The car was thick with powder smoke. Go- 
ing to Rogers’ seat, they found him sitting 
up, his face black from powder grains and 
streams of blood pouring from the wounds. 
The revolver was on the floor. Rogers 
walked with them to the baggage-room, 
where an excited crowd soon gathered. He 
told them he had attempted suicide because 
he was discouraged and felt like it. He was 
taken to the hospital, where this morning 
he. said that he was opposed to suicide and 
was glad that he had not succeeded. An ex- 
amination of the car Showed seven bullet- 
holes in the woodwork and two through the 
window. Rogers himself says that he fired 
nine times, and he insists all nine bullets 
hit him. His escape is deemed remarkable.

W. W. Withers. Wanted in New York 
for Embezzlement, Is Arrested |

After eluding arrest for over three months 
and leading a detective a chase of over a 
thousand miles, William Wallace Withers 
of New York was arrested yesterday by In- 
spector Warner of the American Surety com-.

A few days ago Warner saw Mrs. Withers 
in Hyde Park, learned that her husband was 
employed in a Wabash avenue wallpaper 
store, and arrested him there yesterday. 

Withers denied his guilt and agreed to re- 
turn to New York. He is 28 years of age 
and his parents are well known in New York, 


where his father is a lawyer.
